of Friendship, Co-operation and Mutual Assistance Between 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics 


The Presidium of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea and the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet of the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republic, 

striving to develop and strengthen. the 
friendly relations between the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea and the Soviet 
Union, relations founded on the principle of 
socialist internationalism, 

wishing to contribute to the maintenance 
and consolidation of peace and security in 
the Far East and throughout the world in 
accordance with the aims and principles of 
the United Nations, 

fully determined to render assistance and 
support to each other in case cf an armed 
attack by any state or a coalition of states 
on one of the Contracting Parties, 

confident that the strengthening of friend- 
ship, good neighbourliness and co-operation 
between the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea and the Soviet Union meets the 
vital interests of the peoples of both states 
and will in the best way promote their fur- 
ther economic and cultural development, 

have resolved with this end in view to con- 
clude this treaty and have appointed as their 
plenipotentiaries: 

the Presidium of the Supreme People’s As- 
sembly of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea—Kim I! Sung, Premier of the 
Cabinet of the D.P.R.K., 

the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics— 
Nikita Sergeyevich Khrushchov, Chairman of 
the Council of Ministers of the U.S.S.R. 

Both plenipotentiaries, after exchanging 
their credentials, which were found to be in 
due form and _ good order, agreed on the 
following. 
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ARTICLE I 


The Contracting Parties declare that they 
will continue to participate in all interna- 
tional actions aimed at ensuring peace and 
security in the Far East and throughout the 
world and will make their contribution to 
the cause 
lofty tasks. 

Should one of the Contracting. Parties be- 
come the object of an armed attack by any 
state or a coalition of states and as a result 
find itself in a state of war, then the other 
Contracting Party will immediately give it 
military and other assistance with all means. 
at its disposal.

ARTICLE 2 


Each of the Contracting Parties under- 
takes not to conclude any alliance and not 
to participate in any coalitions or actions. 
and measures directed against the other 
Contracting Party, 


ARTICLE 3 


The Contracting Parties will consult each 
other on all major international issues af- 
fecting the interests of both states, being 
guided by the striving to contribute to the 
consolidation of peace and general security. 


ARTICLE 4 


The two Contracting Parties undertake fo 
develop and strengthen the economic and 
cultural ties between the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, to render each 
other all possible assistance and carry out 
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necessary co-operation in the economic and 
cultural fields, in a spirit of friendship and 
co-operation, in accordance with the princi- 
ples of equality and also mutual respect for 
state sovereignty, territorial integrity ana 
non-interference in the internal affairs of 
eacn other. 


ARTICLE 5 


The two Contracting Parties maintain 
that the unification of Korea must be car- 
tied out on a peaceful and democratic basis 
and that such a settlement is in line both 
with the national interests of the Korean 
people and the cause of maintaining peace in 
the Far East.

ARTICLE 6 


The Treaty goes into force on the day of 
the exchange of the instruments of ratifica- 
tion, which will take place in Pyongyang. 


The Treaty remains in force in the course 
of 10 years. If one of the Contracting Par- 
ties does not declare one year before the 
expiration of this term its desire to denounce 
the Treaty, it will continue to remain in 
force for the next five years and will be pro- 
longed in accordance with this rule. 


Done in Moscow on July 6, 1961 in two 
copies, each in the Korean and Russian 
languages with both texts equally valid.

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STATEMENT 
of the Government of the Bemocratic People’s Republic 
of Korea in Connection with the Conclusion of the Treaty 
of Friendship, Co-operation and Mutual Assistance 
Between the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 


The Treaty of Friendship, Co-operation 
and Mutual Assistance between the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics pursues 
the good aim of ensuring peace and secu- 
rity in the Far East and the whole world 
and further strengthening the indestructi- 
ble friendship and solidarity between the 
peoples of Korea and the Soviet Union bas- 
ed on the principle of socialist internation- 
alism. 


This historical treaty fully accords with 


July 6, 1961 
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the national interests of the Korean people. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea declares that in 
concluding the Treaty of Friendship, Co- 
operation and Mutual Assistance between 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
it proceeds from the premise that when Ko- 
rea is unified on a peaceful democratic 
basis, all military-political treaties and 
agreements concluded by North and South 
Korea respectively prior to unification 
should become null and void. 


Korean-Soviet Joint Communique 


The Party and, Government Delegation of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
led by Comrade Kim I] Sung, Chairman of 
the Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and Premier of the Cabinet of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 
paid a friendship visit to the Soviet Union 
from June 29 to July 10, 1961, at the invita- 
tion of the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union and. the 
Council of Ministers of the U.S.S.R. 

During the stay in the Soviet Union, the 
Party and Government Delegation of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea visit- 
ed Moscow, Kiev and Irkutsk and looked 
around a number of industrial enterprises, 
kolkhozes and cultural organs and the con- 
struction site of the Bratsk Hydropower 
Station. 

The mission of the fraternal Korean peo- 
ple were accorded warm, hearty reception 
wherever they went by the working people 
of the Soviet Union. This shows the genuine 
friendship and deep sympathy cherished by 
the Soviet people toward the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea, the Korean peo- 
ple and their leader. 


During the sojourn of the Party and 
Government Delegation of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea in Moscow talks 
were held between the Party: and Govern- 
ment leaders of the two countries. 

The talks were attended from the Korean 
side by Kim Il Sung, Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and Premier of the Cabinet of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea; Kim 
Chang Man, Presidium Member of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and Vice-Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea; 
Kim Kwang Hyup, Presidium. Member of the 
Central Committee of the Workers’ Party, 
of Korea, Vice-Premier of the Cabinet and 
Minister of National Defence of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea; Li Jong 
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Ok, Candidate Presidium Member of the 
Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, Vice-Premier of the Cabinet and 
Chairman of the Commission of Heavy In- 
dustry of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea; Pak Sung Chul, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea; and Li Song Woon, 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiarv of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea to the Soviet Union. 

Present at the talks from the Soviet side 
were N.S. Khrushchov, First Secretary of 
the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union and Chairman oi 
the Council of Ministers of the U.S.S.R.; 
F.R. Kozlov, Presidium Member of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union and Secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party ol 
the Soviet Union; A. N. Kosygin, Presidium 
Member of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union and 
First Vice-Chairman of the Council of Min- 
isters of the U.S.S.R.; V.N. Novikov, Vicc- 
Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
U.S.S.R. and Chairman of the State Plan- 
ning Commission of the Soviet Union; A. A. 
Gromyko, Foreign Minister of the Sovict 
Union; M.V. Zakharov, Marshal of the 
Soviet Union; V. V. Kuznetsov, First Deputy 
Foreign Minister of the Soviet Union; Y.V. 
Andropov, Department Director of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union; A.M. Puzanov, Ambas- 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of 
the Soviet Union to Korea; and I.I. 
Tugarinov, Member of the Collegium of the 
Foreign Ministry of the Soviet Union. 


At the talks, which were held in an atmo- 
sphere of cordiality and unanimity, broad 
and frank views were exchanged on ques- 
tions of consolidating and further develop- 
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ing relations of friendship and co-operation 
between the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea and the Soviet Union and current 
international questions of interest to both 
sides. ihe talks cnce again confirmed the 
identity of views of both sides on ail ques- 
tions discussed as well as the inviolability 
of alliance between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Soviet Union 
based cn the immutable principles of social- 
ist internationalism, mutual assistance and 
equality. 

Realiirming the unanimous desire to fur- 
ther expand the ties and close co-operation 
in al! spheres which are successfully deve- 
loping between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Soviet Union, 
both sides pointed out that this fully 
accords with the vital interests of ihe peo- 
ples of the two countries and contributes to 
the ccnsolidation of peace and security in 
the Far East. 

Both sides informed each other of the 
measures being taken for the steady 
development of the national ecoiiomy, the 
improvement of material well-being ot 
the working people and the scientific ana 
cultural progress of their countries. 

The Korean side noted the tremendous 
achievements made by the Soviet peopie in 
all-out communist construction under the 
seasoned leadership of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. In the Soviet 
Unicn the Seven-Year Pian for the develop- 
ment of the national economy of the Soviet 
Union which marks the decisive siage in 
the fulfilment of the world-historic task of 
laying the material and technical founda- 
tior of communism is being successiully 
carried out. 

The industry and rural economy oi the 
Soviet Union are on a new upsurge and the 
material and culturai wellbeing of the 
Soviet people is being+steadily enhanced. 

The great success oi the Soviet science 
and technology clearly manifested in the 
space flight by a Soviet man has opened up 
anew era in the conquest of the cosmos and 
demonstrated the inexhaustible vitality ol 
the Socialist system. The Soviet people are 
lirmly united around the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union and its Central Com- 
mittee and are now displaying higher 
labour zeal and creative activeness with the 
approach of the 22nd Congress of their 
Party. The successful building of commun-

ism in the Soviet Union further strengthens 
the might of the socialist camp and im- 
mensely inspires the struggle of the worla 
people for peace, national independence and 
socialism. 

The Soviet side noted that the working 
class, working peasants and intellectuals 
of the Democratic People’s Republic oi 
Korea had made the brilliant success oi 
turning their country into a selfi-support- 
ing, daily consolidating, socialist industri- 
al-agricuitural state in a short span of time 
under the guidance of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea which is consistently translating 
into practice the Leninist principles on the 
management cf socialist economy, 

The Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea not only completely rehabilitated in 
a rapid tempo the economy ravaged by the 
imperialist invaders, but also far surpassed 
the pre-war level in industrial and agricul- 
tural production. 


Enormous achievements have been made 
in the fields of popular education, culture, 
arts and public health. A seven-year com- 
pulsory education system and a sysiem of 
iree medical care ior the urban and rura! 
population are enforced in Korea. 


As a result cf the completion of socialist 
transformation in ali domains of the na- 
tional economy of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea, socialist relations of 
production which open boundless prospects 
ior the development of productive forces of 


the couniry have been exciusively establi- 
shed. 

The working class of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea has grown 
remarkably, national cadres of specialists 
have been trained and new socialist intel- 
lectuals have come into being. 


The high tempo of economic and cultural 
development characteristic of the Democra- 
tic Peopie’s Republic of Korea testifies to 
the enormous superiority of the socialist 
system established in North Korea and to 
the correctness of the policy ci the Workers’ 
Party oi Korea. This has been made possibic 
thanks to the devoted labour of the Korean 
people and every possible mutual interna- 
tionalist assistance among the socialist 
countries. 

In the course of the talks and conversa- 
tions, views were exchanged on questions 
on further expanding the economic co- 
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operation between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Soviet Union. 

The two sides examined the implemen- 
tation of the long-term agreement on ithe 
mutual delivery of commodities signed at 
ihe end of last year and the agreement on 
rendering technical co-operation by the 
Soviet Union in the period of 1961-1967 for 
the further development of the national 
economy of the Democratic People’s Repu- 
blic of Korea. 

The two sides expressed full satisfaction 
over the implementation of the agreements 
concluded. 

The two sides also agreed upon future 
measures for consolidating the close econo- 
mic ties between the two countries. 

As a result of the discussion of questions 
on the economic and technical co-operation, 
an agreement was signed between the 
Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Government of 
the Soviet Union on rendering technical co- 
operation by the Soviet Union for the fur- 
ther development of the national economy 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. Under this agreement, the Soviet 
Union will give additional economic and 
technical assistance to the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea for the deveiopment 
of the metallurgical and mining industries 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. 

The Soviet side agreed to speed up the 
delivery of the equipment for the thermo- 
power station now under construction with 
the technical co-operation of the Soviet 
Union and to render aid to the construction 
of a television broadcasting station. In 
compliance with the wishes of the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea, the Government of the Soviet 
Union granted a long-term credit on 
favourable terms to the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea for the payment of 
expenses of Soviet organs in rendering the 
technical co-operation provided for in the 
above agreement. 


And an agreement was 
which the Soviet Union will additionally 
deliver a series of commodities to the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea dur- 
ing 1962-1965 for the development of the 
chemical industry of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea. 

While the Democratic People’s Republic 


signed under 
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of Korea is taking the road of a rapid 
upsurge, its economy and culture are ef- 
florescing and democracy is being given 
full play, in South Korea where an anti- 
popular regime is established as a resuit 
of U.S. occupation, economic decline, and 
poverty and non-rights of the masses are 
prevailing and the military and _ police 
terror is rampant. Particularly, the recent 
events in South Korea clearly show that the 
reactionaries have embarked upon the road 
of open military fascist dictatorship in an 
attempt to smother the resentment of the 
South Korean people and their aspiration 
for freedom and the prosperity of the 
country. This aggravates tension in Korea 
and creates a new obstacle in the way of 
country’s unification on a peaceful, demo- 
cratic basis. 

The Soviet peopie express profound 
sympathy with the Korean people who are 
undergoing the tragedy of division of their 
country and the southern half of whose 
country is under the occupation of foreign 
troops. The Soviet Union is consistently 
striving for the speedy restoration of the 
national unity of Korea in conformity with 
the will and interests of the Korean people. 

The Democralic Pecple’s Republic of Ko- 
rea and the Soviet Union consider that the 
peaceful unification of Korea is above al! 
a matter for the Korean people themselves 
and the settlement of questions concerning 
the whole of Korea is pessible only hy way 
of negotiation between the representatives 
of North and South Korea. The Soviet side 
attaches great importance to the proposal 
of the Government of the Democratic Peo- 


ple’s Republic of Korea for the establish- 


ment of a Confederation of North and 
South Korea. Under the condition in which 
the South Korean authorities do not accept 
the carrying out of all-Korea democratic 
elections free from foreign interference, the 
realization of the ideas of Confederation 
will open the nearest and most reliable way 
for the unification of Korea. The proposals 
of the Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea for commodity 
exchange, for the realization of economic 
and cultural co-operation between the North 
and South and for the reduction of armed 
forces of North and South Korea also con- 
tribute to the solution of this task. 


The Soviet side welcomes the consistent 
efforts the Government of the Democratic 
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People’s Republic of Korea is making for 
consolidating peace in Korea and achieving 
rapprochement between the North and 
South, with a view to restoring the national 
unity of the Korean people at an_ early 
date. The peace-loving policy of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea, along 
with her economic and _ other successes, 
consolidates the international prestige ol 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and evokes the sympathy of the peace- 
loving countries. 

The Soviet Union firmly supports’ the 
just demand of the Korean people for the 
withdrawal ‘of the U.S. troops from South 
Korea. 


Today the occupation of South Korea by 
U.S. imperialisni constitutes the main 
obstacle in peacefully settling the Korean 
question. The United States is refusing to 
remove its troops and military bases from 
the Korean soil, hindering negotiation bet- 
ween the North and South, the USS. 
warlords are making ceaseless attempt to 
further fortify their military bases in South 
Korea and are shipping weapons of mass 
destruction into South Korea in violation 
of the armistice agreement—all this shows 
that the U.S. imperialists and their stooges 
have not discarded their scheme to expand 
their colonial system in the whole of Ko- 
rean peninsula. They should know that 
such scheme is bound to meet fiasco. 

The fraternal solidarity between the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and 
the Soviet Union, the united might of the 
socialist camp are reliably defending, like 
other socialist countries, the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea from the 
encroachment of the imperialist aggressors. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea embodies the desire of the Korean 
people for realizing their lawful, national 
aspiration and is developing and streng- 
thening in the fraternal family of the soci- 
alist countries. | 

With a view to further cementing and 
developing the friendly relations between 
the two countries and maintaining and con- 
solidating peace and _ security in the Far 
East and throughout the world, the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea and the 
Soviet Union concluded the Treaty of Fri- 
endship, Co-operation and Mutual Assist- 
ance. The Treaty accords not only with the 
fundamental interests of the two countries 
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invariably pursuing policy of peace and fri- 
endship among nations but also with the 
interests of all the peace-loving countries. 
and the interest of the relaxation of inter- 
national tension. 

At the time of signing the above Treaty,. 
the Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea solemniy declared that 
it proceeded from the standpoint that after 
the couniry was unified on a peaceful, 
democratic basis, the whole of Korea would 
not be bound by the obligations assumed 
under the military-political treaties and ag- 
reements concluded by the southern or 
northern part of Korea before the unifica- 
tion. At this juncture, it is self-evident that 
the military-political treaties concluded 
between South Korea and the United States 
should also lose their meaning. 


In exchanging views on questions of cur- 
rent international situation, both sides not- 
ed that the world socialist system was 
making a rapid upsurge. The national eco- 
nomy of the socialist countries is develop- 
ing in a rapid tempo. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea and the Soviet Union, like all the other 
socialist countries, have consistently striven 
for preventing the danger of a new war 
and ensuring the peaceful coexistence oi 
the countries with differing social systems. 

Comrade N.S. Khrushchov informed the 
Korean side about his meeting with U.S. 
President Kennedy. The Korean side ex- 
pressed full support to the peace-loving 
policy oi the Soviet Union for the consoli- 
dation of peace and the relaxation of inter- 
national tension and declared that the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea wel- 
comed and supported the stand of the Soviet 
Union on the conclusion of a peace treaty 
with Germany and_ the settlement of the 
West Berlin question on this basis and on 
other questions discussed at the meeting of 
N.S. Khrushchov and J. Kennedy in Vien- 
na. 

Both sides stressed the necessity of mak- 
ing greater efforts for the solution of 
matured international questions, above all,. 
the question of universal and complete dis- 
armament and the question of curbing the 
machinations of the imperialist countries 
against the sovereignty and independence. 
of the freedom-loving countries. 
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The two sides once again confirm that the 
struggle against colonialism of all forms, 
all-round support to the national liberation 
movement of the oppressed nations are one 
of the main principles of the foreign poli- 
cies of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea and the Soviet Union. 

Both sides denounced the imperialist 
powers’ armed intervention in the Congo 
camouflaged with the U.N. flag and the 
wars the colonialists are waging in Algeria, 
Angola and other countries which have not 
yet freed themselves from the colonial yoke. 

Both sides express solidarity with the 
heroic Cuban people who are defending 
their sacred, just cause of freedom and na- 
tional independence. 

The activity of the Seato military-politi- 
cal bloc framed up by the U.S. imperialists, 
a weapon of imperiaiist aggression in 
Southeast Asia, constitutes a grave menace 
to the cause of peace. 


The armed intervention in the domestic 
affairs of Laos by the United States and 
other Seato countries has led to the dange- 
rous sharpening o: the situation in this 
area. Both sides consider that this interven- 
tion must be completely brought to an end 
so Laos can develop ireely as an indepen- 
dent state in conformity with the program- 
me of peace, neutrality and national unity, 
which it proclaimed. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea and the Soviet Union resolutely de- 
nounce the hostile policy of the U.S. ruling 
circles against the Chinese People’s Re- 
public, the great socialist power in Asia. 
The attempt of the U.S. ruling circles to 
impair the sovereignty and lawful right of 
People’s China and the U.S. aggression ol 
Taiwan and _ the coastal islands, Chinese 
territory from olden times, are an open 
challenge to the cause of peace and one oi 
the main sources of dangerous tension in 
the Far Easi. Such attempts will certainly 
meet with failure. The Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Soviet Union 
fully support the demand of the Chinese 
People’s Republic that the United States 
should renounce such aggressive policy lia- 
ble to bring about grave consequences for 
peace. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea and the Soviet Union cannot connive ai 
the occupation of Japan by the U.S. troops 
and the military intrigues of the U.S. and 
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Japanese ruling circles against the neigh- 
bour countries. Both sides consider that the 
aggressive treaty signed between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan in 1960 has further 
Sharpened the Far Eastern situation. 
Japan’s own security and the interest oj 
peace in the Far East urgently demand 
Japan to break the chains of foreign occu- 
pation and take the road of liquidating the 
foreign military bases in the territory of 
Japan and the road of genuine national in- 
dependence and peaceful foreign policy.

The Workers’ Party of Korea always re- 
garded and still regards that the Commun- 
ist Party of the Soviet Union is the publi- 
cly recognized vanguard of the world Com- 
munist movement and the rich experiences 
accumulated by the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union in the carrying out of 
socialist revolution and in the construction 
of socialism and communism serve as an 
example for it. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea and the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union re- 
gard it their foremost task to wage a 
staunch struggle for the further consolida- 
tion of the unity and solidarity of the coun- 
tries of the socialist camp and for the mili- 
tant solidarity of the international Com- 
munist movement firmly based on Marxism-

J, in the name of our delegation, once a- 
gain extend thanks to the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union, the Soviet Government, Comrade 
Nikita Sergeyevich Khrushchov and to the 
entire Moscow citizens and Soviet people 
for inviting us to your country and accord- 
ing us such warm hospitality. (Stormy ap- 
plause.) 


The current visit of our delegation to the 
Soviet Union has marked an important oc- 
casion in further consolidating and devel- 
oping the friendship and solidarity sealed 
between the peoples of the two countries 
through history. 

During the visit of our delegation to the 
Soviet Union, a talk on a number of cardi-

The course of the talk showed that the 
views of the Parties and Governments of 
the two countries were completely identical 
on all the questions discussed and, as a re- 
sult of this talk, a Treaty of Friendship, 
Co-operation and Mutual Assistance was 
concluded between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics and an agreement sign- 
ed under which the Soviet Union will grant 
a credit to the Democratic People’s Repub- 
lic of Korea. 

The conclusicn of the Treaty of Friend- 
ship, Co-operation and Mutual Assistance 
uniting the Korean and Soviet peoples into 
an unbreakable alliance constitutes a great 
event of historical significance in the devel- 
opment of the relations of friendship and 
co-operation between Korea and the Soviet 
Unicn. (Prolonged, stormy applause.) 

The Treaty of Friendship, Co-operation 
and Mutual Assistance between Korea and 
the Soviet Union is a powerful stay for the 
Korean people in triumphantly fulfilling the 
socialist construction in the northern hai! 
of the Republic, in defending their achieve- 
ments as firmly as an impregnable fortress 
from imperialist aggression and in main- 
taining and consolidating peace in Korea. 

This Treaty is not at variance with the 
unification of Korea, but ensures the reali- 
zation of the aspiration of the Korean peo- 
ple for the peaceful unification of the fa- 
therland checking the machinations of the 
imperialists pursuing aggression and war 
in Korea. 

And this constitutes a reliable guarantee 
for the maintenance and consolidation of 
peace in the Far East and Asia. 

Indeed, this 
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Treaty is an expression ol 


the firm determination of the peopics of our 
two countries to press ahead in unity to the 
last in their common cause of socialism and 
communism and to safeguard peace in Ko- 
rea and Asia in face of the machinations oi 
the imperialist aggressive circles who are 
threatening peace in the area, and this is a 
defensive Treaty for peace. 

The consistent efforts of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea to maintain and 
consolidate peace in Korea and to solve the 
Korean question peacefully, and the just 
stand of the Soviet Union on this question 
are widely known to the world. 

The Korean people ardently love peace 
and want to live harmoniously and peace- 
fully in one family of the unified fatherland. 

On the basis of the unanimous aspiration 
of the Korean people, we have proposed on 
many occasions to realize the peaceful uni- 
fication of Korea on a democratic basis by 
the Korean people themselves without inter- 
ference of foreign countries, making all the 
foreign troops withdraw from Korea. 

For peace in Korea we proposed to re- 
duce the numerical strength of the North 
and South Korean armed forces to one 
hundred thousand respectively and to con- 
clude an agreement between the North and 
South Korean authorities on mutually re- 
fraining from the use of armed forces. 


Such just proposals of ours have com- 
manded the unanimous support of the 
Soviet Union and other socialist countries 
and enjoyed absolute support ot the peace- 
loving people the world over. 

However, the U.S. imperialists occupying 
South Korea and the South Korean servi- 
tors doing their bidding, turned down al! 
these proposals. a 

Already immediately after the signing of 
the Korean armistice agreement providing 


for the withdrawal of foreign troops and 
peaceful solution of the Korean question, 
the U.S. imperialists concluded with the 


South, Korean puppets a military alliance 
pursuing an aggressive aim. 

Though the Chinese People’s Volunteers 
withdrew from North Korea long ago on 
their own initiative, the U.S. imperialists 
are not only still keeping their aggressive 
troops in South Korea but reinforcing the 
numerical strength and armaments of the 
South Korean army. 

Seeing that the colonial rule in South 
Korea has been driven into an utter crisis 
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of late, the U.S. imperialists and their ser- 
vitors have established a fascist military 
terror rule and are further aggravating 
tension in Korea. 

Discarding even the mask of ‘“democra- 
cy,” they are placing the whole of South 
Korea under medieval suppression and 
turning South Korea into a living hell of 
bloodshed where arrest, imprisonment and 
slaughter are rampant. 

They are further intensifying the mili- 
tarization policy in all the spheres of polli- 
tics and economy and converting South Ko- 
rea into a huge barrack. 

All these machinations of the U.S. im- 
perialists and their stooges lay new obstac- 
les in the way of the peaceful unification of 
Korea. 

The Korean people, together with all the 
peace-loving people, cannot but heighten 
due vigilance against the current develop- 
ments in South Korea. 

The Korean people who are rallied ever 
firmer around their Marxist-Leninist Party 
and possessed of the powerful revolutionary 
base are filled with the firm determination 
to frustrate all the intrigues of the enemy 
and defend peace. 

No. machinations of the aggressors can 
frighten the Korean people. 

Particularly, the Treaty of Friendship, 
Co-operation and Mutual Assistance con- 
cluded this time between Korea and the 
Soviet Union will boundlessly inspire the 
Korean people who are struggling for soci- 
alist construction, peace and the peaceful 
unification of the country and further con- 
firm their confidence in ultimate victory. 
(Stormy applause.) 

Recently, the U.S. imperialists are in- 
creasing tension in other areas of Asia, too, 
as in South Korea. 

They are scheming to rearm the Japanese 
imperialists and use them as the “shock 
brigade” in an aggressive war in Asia and 
the reactionary circles of Japan, inspired 
by the warmongers of the United States, 
are openly revealing their aggressive de- 
sign against South Korea and other areas 
of Asia. 

At the same time the U.S. imperialists 
are bringing into the open their aggressive 
manoeuvres in South Vietnam, continuing 
their interference in Laos. And still occupy- 
ing Taiwan, they are incessantly perpetrat- 
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ing hostile acts against the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Republic. 

All these facts self-expose that as in the 
other areas of the world U.S. imperialism 
is the truculent enemy. of the people of Asia 
who aspire after peace, national indepen- 
dence and social progress. 

The machinations of the imperialist ag- 
gressors in the Far East and Asia make it 
incumbent upon the socialist countries and 
peace-loving people in this area to put up 
a more active struggle for peace. 

Firmly standing today at the outpost for 
peace in the Far East and Asia are the 
Soviet Union, the Chinese People’s Repub- 
lic, the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea, the Vietnam Democratic Republic 
and the Mongolian People’s Republic as 
well as peace-loving people. (Prolonged, 
siormy applause.) 

We are convinced that the present Treaty 
between our two countries will greatly in- 
spire not only the Korean people but the 
Asian peopie in the struggle for defending 
peace against imperialists’ aggression. 

The Korean and Soviet peoples are link- 
ed with each other by unbreakable bonds 
of friendship and alliance. 

There is an old saying among our people: 
“A tree with deep roots does not bow to 
the wind and the water in a deep well does 
not run dry during drought.” 


The friendship and solidarity between the 
Korean and Soviet peoples have been con- 
solidated and developed in a long histori- 
cal period, overcoming all sorts of trials. 


The Korean people found the road to 
liberation under the blood-stained banner 
which the working class of Russia held a- 
loft under the leadership of the Communist 
Party founded by the Great Lenin and since 
then they have been a comrade-in-arms of 
one ranks with the Soviet people pursuing 
a common aim. (Stormy applause.) 

The existence of the Soviet Union and 
the growth of its might were the source of 
strength inspiring the Korean Communisis 
and patriots during the arduous struggle 
against Japanese imperiaiism in the past. 

The Communists and patriots of Korea 
waged the anti-Japanese national liberation 
struggle with boundless valour and confi- 
dence, always locking up at the Soviet U- 
nion as the beacon of the liberation of the 
oppressed nations. 
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The Soviet people freed the Korean peo- 
ple from the yoke of colonial rule arid have 
consistently supported and encouraged the 
struggle of our people for the unification 
and independence of the country and the 
building of a new life. 

The support and encouragement of the 
mighty Soviet Union have always been a 
poweriul impetus inspiring the Korean peo- 
ple in the period of post-liberation democra- 
tic construction, in the flames of the cruel 
war and in the difficult circumstances of 
postwar economic construction. 

The present Treaty of Friendship, Co- 
cperation and Mutual Assistance vetween 
Korea and the Soviet Union is a demon- 
stration of the indestructible might of pro- 
letarian internationalism underlying the 
friendship between the two peoples and, at 
the same time, an expression of powerful 
support of the Soviet veople to the just 
cause of the Korean people (Applause.)

For further, strengthening the friendship 
and solidarity with the Soviet peopie the 
Korean people will, in the future, too, exert 
every effort and remain faithful to the end 
to their sacred duty assigned to them in the 
Treaty. (Stormy applazise.) 

Everlasting will be the Korean-Soviet 
friendship which has a deep historical root 
and which has been cemented firmer by the 
bond of the Treaty of Friendship, Co-opera- 
tion and Mutual Assistance. (Prolonged, 
stormy applause.)

During our visit to the Soviet Union we 
have witnessed and have been boundlessly 
moved by the great achievements the 
Soviet people have made in the all-out con- 
struction of communist society under 
the leadership of the Leninist Party and 
learnt much from them.

which is of weighty importance in laying a 
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material and technical foundation of Com- 
munism. 

During the first two years of the Seven-

The very fact that the Soviet people who 
explored the road of free and happy life of 
man for the first time on the earth have 
opened a new era of space conquest before 
mankind, has become a great pride of the 
working class and the working people the 
world over. (Stormy applause.) 


Now a vigorous socialist increased pro- 
duction emulation of the working people 
for meeting the 22nd Congress of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union with 
labour results is being waged at factories 
and enterprises, at new construction sites 
and rural villages of the Soviet Union. 

We firmly believe that the Soviet people 
who, united firm around the CPSU Central 
Committee headed by Comrade Khrushchov, 
are marching forward holding high the red 
banner of Communist construction, will 
win more brilliant victory. in their struggle 
for the pre-schedule fulfilment of the Seven- 
Year Plan. (Stormy applause.)

(Applause. )

The Korean people fully support such 
stand and proposals of the Soviet Union 
for the preservation and consolidation oi 
peace. (Prolonged, stormy applause.) 

Dear comrades, 

Today, the Korean people, together with 
the peoples of all brother countries, are 
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confidently pressing ahead on the road of 
socialism, along the path opened up by the 
Great October, learning from the experien- 
ces accumulated by the Soviet people. 
The liberated Korean people have made 
a big advance on the road of creating a 


new life after seizing powen in their 
hands. 
Under the leadership of the Workers’ 


Party, through their heroic labour struggle 
the Korean people have fundamentally 
changed the face of the country, which was 
a backward, colonial, semi-feudal society 
in the past and was reduced to heaps of 
ashes during the three years’ stern war. 
Our people valorously rose up frara 
debris, firmly established the socialist sys- 
tem in the northern half of the country in a 
brief span of time and turned our country, 
once a backward agrarian country, into an 


industrial-agricultural state with — self-sup- 
porting economic foundation. 
The proportion of the industrial output 


value in the gross industrial and agricul- 
tural output value in our country has 
already surpassed 70 per cent. 

In the post-war six years, the industrial 
output of our country grew at a yearly rate 
of 43 per cent and the industrial output 
swelled last year 7.7 times that of the pre- 
liberation 1944. 

In our country which could manufacture 
almost no machines under the Japanese 
imperialist rule in the past, today a firm 
heavy industrial base with the machine- 
building industry as its core has’ been 
established and it is turning out on its owa 
up-to-date equipment and machines of ail 
types. 

Also there was almost no light industrial 
foundation in the past, but now light indu- 
strial base equipped with up-to-date techni- 
que has been set up and the _ production 
of daily necessaries is rapidly increasing. 

Last year, the production of consumer 
goods rose 20 times, of which the textile in- 
dustry shot up 72 times, compared with 
1946. 

On the basis of the already laid indust- 
rial foundation we are endeavouring to 
further accelerate the socialist industrial- 
ization in our country and are pushing 
ahead with the overall technical innovation. 

Our rual economy which has compleied 
socialist co-operativization is also rapidly 
developing on a new technical foundation. 
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Irrigation in the rural villages, the age- 
old aspiration of the Korean people, has 
been carried out on a large-scale, with the 
result that it has become possible to overco- 
me drought and flood damages in the main, 
and great successes are being made in 
electrification and mechanization, too. 

Along with the technical revolution, we 
are actively carrying out the cultural revo- 
lution and directing much efforts to educa- 
tional work to train qualified cadres en 
masse. 

In the short period of time after libera- 
tion we have trained over 100,000 technici- 
ans and specialists and become able to run 
all the modern factories and enterprises of 
our country by the torce of our own techni- 
cal personnel. 

In keeping pace, with the development of 
the national economy, the material and 
cultural standards of the people are 
markedly improving and new successes are 
being scored also in the development of 
science and culture. 

With dynamic force the Korean people 
have embarked upon the fulfilment of the 
Seven-Year National Economic Develop- 
ment Pian for making a decisive advance 
in the socialist industrialization of our 
country and epochally improving the peo- 
ple’s living. 

The period of the Seven-Year Plan will 
be a decisive period in the socialist cons- 
iruction of our country. 

When the Seven-Year Plan is. fulfilled, 
the material and technical foundation olf 
socialism will be firmly laid in our country 
and it will be turned into an advanced 
socialist industrial state. 


The Korean people are deeply conscious 
of the fact that their achievements consti- 
tute a link in the victory of the world Com- 
munist movement and contribute to the 
growth of the might of the socialist camp, 
and are well aware that their struggle is 
directly strengthening the advance post of 
socialism in the East. (Stormy applause.) 

The successes in the socialist construc- 
tion of our country are a victory of 
Marxism-Leninism and also a victory of 
proletarian internationalism.

With no amount of trickery can the U.s. 
imperialists escape the responsibility for 
their occupation of South Korea and _ the 
consequences arising trom it and with no 
sophistry can they justify these any longer 
before the world public. 

The U.S. imperialists must withdraw 
from South Korea at the earliest date. 

The Korean people will certainly achieve 
the peaceful unification of their fatherland, 
pushing aside all obstacles. (Prolonged, 
stormy applause.)

by Comrade N.S. KHRUSHCHOV at the Soviet-Korean 
Friendship Mass Meeting in Moscow 


Dear Comrade Kim Il Sung! 

Dear comrades and friends! 

It has become a fine tradition with us to 
hold meetings of representatives of the 
working people to express our respect and 
good will for friends coming to our country. 
The Soviet people always warmly welcome 
good guests, but they are especially glad 
to meet their brothers in the struggle for 
the triumph of socialism and Communism. 
This is why we are so pleased to welcome 
the envoys of the Korean people. (Stormy 
applause.) 

Allow me, on behalf of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, the Presidium of the Suprc- 
me Soviet, the Soviet Government and the 
entire Soviet people, to extend a_ cordial 
welcome to our dear guests—the Chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea, head of Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and 
a good friend of our country Comrade 
Kim Il Sung and the other esteemed mem- 
bers of the Party and government delega- 
tion of Korea. (Stormy applause.) 

I think our Korean friends have, during 
their tour of the Soviet Union, again seen 
what great fraternal friendship the Soviet 
people have for the heroic Korean people. 
Today we wish to voice our deep gratitude 
to the fraternal Korean people for the 
cordial welcome accorded the Soviet Party 
and Government delegation which recently 
visited the Democratic People’s Republic oi 
Korea. (Prolonged, stormy applause.) . 

Comrades, the Soviet people know well 
what a difficult road the working people of 
Korea have travelled in the struggle for 
their freedom and the strengthening: cf 
their independence. It was a grave heritage 
they had acquired after many years of the 
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rule of the Japanese imperialists who, as 
Lenin said, plundered Korea “with unhe- 
ard-of brutality which combined all the 
latest refinements of technology and 
torture...” 

Sixteen years have passed since the 
establishment of people’s power in North 
Korea. Over half this time the people of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea had 
to defend their homeland against imperial- 
ist aggression, to rehabilitate their nation- 


al economy, ravaged first by Japanese 
colonialists and then by American inter- 
ventionists and their South Korean  pup- 


pets. 

Despite these difficulties, great successcs 
have been scored by People’s Korea in her 
economic and cultural development, in 
raising the people’s living standards. Only 
quite recently Korea was looked upon as 
a backward semi-feudal country. Now the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea is 
an industrial-agrarian socialist state. The 
Republic produces almost eight times more 
manufactured goods than before liberation. 
Today People’s Korea produces the same 
amount of manufactured goods in 45 days 
as did the entire country in a whole year 
under Japanese domination. 

The working class has increased substan- 
tially and its cultural and technical stan- 
dards have grown. Displaying excellent 
organization and labour heroism, the work- 
ing class, led by the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, comes out as the leading force in 
the struggle for building socialism. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea, having completed socialist transfor- 
mations in the countryside, is successfully 
raising the level of agricultural production. 
The life of the working peasantry has 
changed completely. Having united in ag- 
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ricultural co-operatives, the peasants are 
now able extensively to use modern machi- 
nery and scientific achievements, and by 
pooling their efforts develop collective 
farming, The peasantry are leading a more 
prosperous and cultured life, are making 
their contribution to improving the people’s 
living standards, to advancing their coun- 
try’s economy and culture. 

The living standards of the Korean peo- 
ple have improved considerably in these 
years, and its national culture is flourish- 
ing. North Korea has become a country of 
complete literacy with a wide network. of 
educational and cultural institutions. A 
fourth of the population in the Republic is 
studying today. The Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea is the only Asian coun- 
try to have introduced universal compul- 
sory seven-year schooling. In_ the past, 
there was not a single higher educational 
establishment in North Korea. Today it has 
76 universities and institutes. 

Since liberation, the country has trained 
over 100,000 engineers, technicians and 
other specialists for the national economy. 
In the years of free development along the 
road to socialism, the country has produ- 
ced a big detachment of intellectuals from 
among the people, who loyally serve their 
Motherland. All this enables the Korean 
people to advance even more. rapidly 
towards their great goal—the building of 
socialism. (Stormy applause.) 

The working people of Korea _ have 
scored these remarkable achievements in 
socialist construction through the able 
leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
and its Central Committee headed by the 
loyal son of the Korean people, Comrade 


Kim Il Sung. (Prolonged, stormy ap- 
plause.) 
The working people of the capitalist 


world and the countries fighting for their 
independence follow closely the progress 
recorded by the countries of socialism. 
They compare their life with the life of the 
socialist nations. We are not afraid of this 
comparison. In this light the experience 0! 
socialist construction in the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea attracts great 
attention of many peoples who have won 
national independence and who wish to 
consolidate it so as not to become depen- 
dent on foreign enslavers again. 

The peoples see how quickly a once 
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dependent country has shaken off its back- 
wardness and embarked upon the road of 
political, economic and cultural advance- 
ment. And this strengthens the confidence 
of former colonial and dependent peoples 
in that they are fully able to achieve in the 
lifetime of one generation national revival 
and genuine independence. 


The peoples of these countries ask the 
legitimate question: if the socialist nations, 
which had shared our lot, were able to do 
away with their backwardness in a matter 
of 10-15 years and to achieve such tremen- 
dous successes, why should not we _ als9 
think of taking this road to a free life. 
happiness and prosperity? 

Hence the tremendous international sig- 
nificance of the successes of the Democra- 
tic People’s Republic of Korea and of the 
other socialist countries. We are firmly 
convinced that these successes are condu- 
cive to stronger peace, the national inde- 
pendence of countries, mankind’s progress. 
(Prolonged, stormy applause.) 


Dear comrades, this visit by the Party 
and Government delegation of the Demc- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea headed 
by Comrade Kim Il Sung will hold a signal 
place in the history of the friendship of the 
Soviet and the Korean peoples. It will be 
recalled that fraternal friendship and close 
co-operation exist between our two coun- 
tries. The Soviet people have rendered and 
will continue to render material and moral 
support to the Korean people, and will help 
them in the building of socialism. (Prolon- 
ged, stormy applause.) 

A Treaty of Friendship, Co-operation and 
Mutual Assistance has been signed today 
between the Soviet Union and the Democ- 
ratic People’s Republic of Korea following 
talks held in an atmosphere of cordiality. 
(Prolonged, stormy applause.) This is an 
important, momentous event in the life o! 
the peoples of our two countries. (Stormy 
applause.) 

The signing of the Treaty shows how 
greatly the Soviet and the Korean peoples 
value their socialist friendship, how they 
cherish this friendship. By this historic 
Treaty we have documentally recorded and 
cemented the truly fraternal relations 
which have long been established and are 
developing successfully between the peoples 
of our two countries. (Stormy applause.)

The Treaty provides for mutual military 
assistance and support in the event of an 
armed attack on either of the contracting 
parties. We, as is well known, do not favour 
military agreements, and we had to sign 
this defensive Treaty because the govern- 
ments of the United States, Japan and 
other powers have turned down all our pro- 
posals toward relaxing tension and ensui- 
ing security in the area of Far East. They 
did not heed our appeals to do away with 
war bases and aggressive blocs, to refrain 
from concluding the American-Japanese 
aggressive military alliance. The imperiai- 
ist powers ignored the proposals to set up 
a zone of peace in the Far East and 
throughout the Pacific area, above all, a 
zone free from nuclear weapons. 

The governments of the western powers 
ignored also the repeated appeals of the 
socialist countries to reunite the both paris 
ef Korea conformably to the national aspi- 
rations of the Korean people. Being fully 
dependent on the Pentagon and the State 
Department, the reactionary rulers of 
South Korea rejected all the proposals 
advanced by the Government of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea to bring 
the two existing states in the Korean 
peninsula closer together and unite the 
country on peaceful and democratic lines. 
The South Korean authorities oppose the 
country’s peaceful unification and make no 
secret of their hatred for the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. 

But the rulers of South Korea are one 
thing and the people another. Popular 
wrath against the foreign enslavers and 
their henchmen is mounting in South 
Korea. For years now the United States 
has failed to achieve “stability” in this 
country; it cannot establish a regime tha: 
would be recognized by the South Korean 
people. It can be said in advance thai all the 
attempts of the imperialists to impose the'r 
order on the people of South Korea are 
doomed to failure. (Applause.) Their rea- 
Ctionary policy designed to use the rotten 
regime to enslave South Korea cannot find 
support among the Korean people. This 
policy of the colonialists has evoked and 
will continue to evoke vigorous popular 
protest. | 

Some people had counted earlier that 
there would be peace and harmony in 
South Korea since the reactionary system 
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there was guarded by American armed 
forces. But the people threw out Syngman 
Rhee, that lackey of the American imperi- 
alists who in disgrace fled to his masters. 
Then came the government of Chang 
Myun. But this puppet government, tod, 
was soon overthrown by the military clique 
of Chang Do Yung. 

The United States found itself in a very 
delicate position. It could not very well 
admit complicity in the coup, as American 
imperialists had themselves publicized 
Chang Myun’s regime as a model of 
democracy, and declared their support for 
it. To admit that they knew nothing of the 
plot was equally awkward for the Ameri- 
cans, as this would discredit their intelli- 
gence under whose very nose a plot was 
hatched without their knowing anything 
about it. 

But Chang Do Yung’s rule was also 
short-lived. This general did not even have 
time to make a kowtowing trip to Wash- 
ington before he found himself thrown 
overboard. 

The squabbles inside the ruling clique of 
South Korea remind one of dogs fighting 
over a bone. Behind the quick changes o! 
corrupt Seoul puppets one can clearly see 
the failure of the imperialists. The South 
Korean population refuses to tolerate the 
order which has been cultivated there for 
sixteen years now by the American impe- 
rialists. Popular wrath is seething and 
growing. History shows that the final say 
is always with the people. There can be no 
doubt that the Korean people will make 
their decisive pronouncement, (Stormy ap- 
plause.) 

The events in South Korea, occupied by 
foreign troops, show that the establishment 
there of a regime of unconcealed military- 
fascist dictatorship can bring about a fur- 
ther aggravation of the situation in the 
Korean Peninsula. The threats of the 
military-fascist clique are becoming louder 
and as is known this clique commands an 
army of 600,000 men equipped with Ameri- 
can arms. 

We consider it our duty to warn the ag- 
gressive forces that if the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea is attacked, the 
Soviet Union will regard it as an assau!t 
upon itself and will support the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea with all availa- 
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ble forces and means. (Prolonged, stormy 
applause.) 

We sincerely wish the military clauses 
of this Treaty never to find practical ap- 
plication. (Applause.) However, this will 
depend on how our allies—the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea and the People’s 
Republic of China—will be treated by the 
forces in the Far East, above all in South 
Korea and Japan, that continue hatching 
plans for aggressive ventures. 

The Soviet people deeply understand and 
share the desire of the Korean people to 
end the artificial division of the country. 
The Korean people justly demand the 
withdrawal from South Korea of American 
and other foreign troops whose presence 
prevents the Koreans from handling their 
own affairs without foreign interference. 

The Soviet Union enthusiastically sup- 
ports the proposals of the Government o? 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
to set up a Confederation of the South and 
the North, to develop economic and cultura! 
exchanges between South and North Korea. 
This could be a good beginning for nation- 
al unification, which must be effected along 
peaceful and democratic lines. This unifica- 
tion of Korea is in line with the most cheri- 
shed aspirations and national demands of 
all the Korean people, promotes the cause 
of peace in the Far East and _ throughout 
the world. (Stormy applause.) 

The Soviet-Korean Treaty will in no way 
hamper the peaceful reunification of Korea. 

We fully agree with the statement by the 
Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea when signing the Treaty, 
that upon reunification of Korea along pes- 
ceful, democratic lines the united Korean 
state will be free from commitments assu- 
med by either part of Korea under the 
military-political treaties and agreements 
concluded before reunification. 

Comrades, the Treaty of Friendship, Co- 
operation and Mutual Assistance which we 
have signed has no aggressive aims. We 
have always held and hold now that dis- 
putes between states should not be settled 
by force of arms. The Soviet Union, the Ko- 
rean Democratic People’s Republic, all the 
socialist countries have always stood for 
establishing | good-neighbourly _ relations 
with all states, regardless of their social 
system. The peoples of all countries want a 
stable peace. 
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But we must not overlook the fact that 
ruling Western circles do not want a rela- 
xation of international tension, and seek to 
delay the solution of pressing international 
problems. This applies above all to the pro- 
blems left unsettled from the last war. 
Especially alarming is the fact that there 
still is no German peace treaty. 

I have more than once stated the Soviet 
Government’s position on the question of 
Germany, and this position has not chang- 
ed. The Soviet Government is firmly con- 
vinced that the conclusion of a peace treaty 
and the normalization on this basis of the 
situation in West Berlin wiil radically im- 
prove the situation in Europe and will con- 
tribute to the strengthening of world peace. 

The heritage of the past war also inclu- 
des many problems concerning the Far 
East and Asia. Asia, in our time, is a high- 
ly important part of the world, where after 
the Second World War the peoples fought 
the sharpest battles against imperialism. 
The national-liberation movement there has 
developed swith unparalleled strength and 
has dealt powerful blows at the imperialist 
system. 

The victory of the people’s revolution in 
China, the establishment of people’s demo- 
cratic states in North Korea and North 
Vietnam, the growth of the might of the 
entire socialist commonwealth, have radi- 
cally changed the balance of forces in the 
Far East and created good requisites for 
the conversion of Asia into a zone of peace. 

Speaking of the situation in the Far East, 
it is impossible not to mention Japan, a 
neighbour of the Soviet Union and the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

Korea had suffered a good deal from ag- 
gressive Japanese militarism in the past- 
And Japan has been at war thrice with us, 
too. The Japanese people must be fed up 
with wars which, in the final analysis, have 
brought them nothing but disasters. They 
want to build their life in a new way, to 
enjoy the benefits of peaceful labour and 
co-operation with all neighbours. We re- 
spect the people of Japan who are fighting 


courageously against the resurgence of 
militarism, against the menace of atomic 
death. 


The present Japanese Government, how- 
ever, disregards the will of its people. It 
kowtows to the imperialists of the United 
States who have enmeshed Japan in a net

of military bases and do not want to release 
their hold on that country. What, for in- 
stance, can be said about the recent visit to 
Washington of the Japanese Premier Ikeda? 
The Japanese people resolutely demand the 
liquidation of American bases and the re- 
turn to Javan of the island of Okinawa, 
which the Americans had seized. 

But Mr. Ikeda, knowing the manners and 
customs of the American occupationists, did 
not dare so much as open his mouth in sup- 
port of the demands of his country. He 
meekly signed all that was dictated to him 
in Washington. The Japanese people ever 
more resolutely declare their disagreement 
with the policy of subordinating Japan to 
the military plans of the United States oi 
America. 

Comrades, we have witnessed in recent 
years the swift development of the libera- 
tion movement of the peoples who still live 
under the yoke of colonialism. The last 
strongholds of the colonial system are fall- 
ing. Even in the most sinister dungeons of 
colonialism, such as, for instance, the 
Portuguese colonies in Africa, people have 
risen to fight for their freedom. 

The very ground is scorching the feet of 
the imperialists in countries that have re- 
ceived formal independence, but whose peo- 
ples actually continue languishing under 
the colonial yoke. People 
world are beginning to realize ever more 
what real freedom is. They wish to be the 
masters of their own country, to reap the 
fruits of their labour. These peoples no 
longer wish to pat up with the pillage ol 
their national wealth by the overseas mono- 
polies, to tolerate the foreign hirelings and 
corrupt imperialist henchmen bossing their 
countries. 

The peoples in countries dependent on 
the imperialists strive to rid themselves of 
the “benefits,” which the imperialists had 
imposed upon them in the form of “patron- 
age” and all manner of “guarantees.” The 
peoples increasingly realize that imperialist 
“patronage” and “guarantees” are intended 
not to uphold the national interests of these 
countries but to protect the rotten regimes 
from popular wrath. 

The rulers of Iran, for instance, have fal- 
len for United States patronage. They 
wanted guarantees that the American im- 
Perialists would help them in the struggle 
against the Iranian people. But these gua- 
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throughout the 


rantees help the rulers of Iran very little. 
Today Iran is seething and the reactionary 
regime there is running up against increas- 
ing difficulties. 

Popular discontent is growing in South 
Vietnam whose population is fighting for 
freedom, for the eviction of the henchmen 
of American capital from the country, for 
unification with their brothers in the North. 
The American imperialists have spent huge 
sums to support Ngo Dinh-Diem. Now they 
are alarmed lest these sums go the way of 
the thousands of millions of dollars whick 
the Americans threw to the wind in an at- 
tempt to save the anti-popular regime of 
Chiang Kai-shek. The great Chinese people 
who won freedom and independence are 
successfully advancing along the road of 
socialist construction. (Stormy applause.) 

Or take Latin America where the posi- 
tions of American capital are still strong. 
The United States is meeting there ever 
more manifestations of growing popular 
protest against the domination of American 
monopolies. Only a short while ago former 
Vice-President of the United States Nixon 
returned home from Latin America with 
bumps and bruises. 

Recently a representative of the new 
American Administration also got into 
trouble in these countries. Mr. Stevenson, 
as the American press reported, went to 
Latin America on behalf of the President to 
rally all the reactionary forces there a- 
gainst Cuba. But he was met by wrathful 
popular demonstrations. 

Stevenson’s trip did not yield the results 
Washington expected. He went there to 
agitate against Cuba, but the Latin Ameri- 
can people made it quite evident that they 
supported the just struggle of the Cuban 
people for freedom and independence rather 
than the colonialist encroachments of the 
United States monopolies. (Applause.) 

Well, nothing can be done about it. The 
time has passed when rulers could defy the 
will of the peoples. Now the peoples have 
the final say. The peoples cannot be van- 
quished, it is impossible to halt their 
steadily mounting anti-imperialist, nation- 
al-liberation struggle. 

Comrades, in building a new life the peo- 
ples of the socialist states are scoring one 
victory after another. The great advan- 
tages of socialism are becoming ever more 
obvious. 
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Certain bourgeois economists, ail sorts of 
“experts” on socialism are trying to con- 
vince the peoples of their countries that the 
socialist camp cannot outstrip the capital- 
ist West. “No matter how fast you run,” 
they say, “you will not overtake the capi- 
talist system.” 

But. life convincingly testifies to the op- 
posite. The tempo of economic development 


in the socialist countries is much higher 
than that in the capitalist countries. The 
time is not far off when we shall not only 


achieve the peak level capitalism was able 
to attain, but exceed it substantially, too. 

The growing successes of socialism exert 
a tremendous influence on the broad mas- 
ses in the capitalist states. Ever more mil- 
lions of people are siding with the Com- 
munist teaching. Its attractive force is 
growing irresistibly. 

Sensing their impotence, the ideologists 
of capitalism seek to combat the mighty 
ideas of Communism with lies and slander. 
V.I. Lenin had justly pointed out that 
“when the ideological influence of the bour- 
geoisie on the workers declines, is under- 
mined or wanes, the bourgeoisie has resort- 
ed and will resort everywhere and always 
to the most desperate lies and slander.” 

But no lie can hide from the peoples the 
great truth of socialism, Communism—the 
best and fairest system on earth. 

The struggle between the new and the 
old world, which has assumed gigantic 
proportions, makes it binding on the peo- 
ples of the socialist states to display great 
alertness, to guard vigilantly the unity and 
cohesion of their ranks. Unity is the main 
source of the strength and invincibility of 
every socialist country and of the socialist 
community of nations as a whole. 

Cohesion of the socialist camp is ensured 
above all by the unity of the Communist 
and Workers’ Parties on the basis of the 
great principles of Marxism-Leninism. We 
can confidently say that no _ parties in 
human history had achieved the unity that 
is enjoyed today by the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties. (Stormy applause.) 

The Moscow Meeting of Representatives 
of Communist and Workers’ Parties, held in 
November 1960, laid the beginning for a 
new stage in the development of the inter- 
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national Communist and labour movement, 
fraternal solidarity and all-round contacts 
among the Parties. It demonstrated once 
again the unity of the fraternal Parties of 
the socialist states, the further development 
and consolidation of internationalist rela- 
tions, based on complete equality and inde- 
pendence of all the Communist and Work- 
ers’ Parties. 

There can be no doubt that consolidation 
of unity and co-operation among the fra- 
ternal Marxist-Leninist Parties will bring 
us new, even more impressive successes in 
the struggle for the great goals of building 
Communism, for consolidating world peace. 
(Stormy applause.) 

It is a pleasure to realize, dear friends, 
that friendly, fraternal relations are grow- 
ing and_ successfully developing between 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
and the Workers’ Party of Korea, just as 
between the Soviet and Korean peoples. 
(Stormy applause.) 

During the stay of the Korean Party and 
Government delegation in our country, we 
had frank talks with Comrade Kim I] Sung 
and other leaders of the Workers’ Party and 
the Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. I think I shall express 
our general view if I say that these talks 
evidenced complete mutual understanding 
and unanimity of views between us and the 
Korean comrades on all questions. (Pro- 
longed, stormy applause.) 

Permit me, comrades, wholeheartedly to 
wish the Korean people fresh achievements 
in the building of socialism, in the strug- 
gle for a peaceful unification of their home- 
land.

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TREATY 
of Friendship, Co-operation and Mutual Assistance 
Between the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and the People’s Republic of China 


The Presidium of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea and the Chairman of the 
People’s Republic of China, determined, in 
accordance with Marxism-Leninism and the 
principle of proletarian internationalism 
and on the basis of mutual respect for 
state sovereignty and territorial integrity, 
mutual non-aggression, non-interference in 
each other’s internal affairs, equality and 
mutual benefit, and mutual assistance and 
support, to make every effort to further 
strengthen and develop the fraternal reia- 
tions of friendship, co-operation and mutual 
assistance between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the People’s Repub- 
lic of China, to jointly guard the security 
of the two peoples, and to safeguard and 
consolidate the peace of Asia and the 
world, and deeply convinced that the devel- 
opment and strengthening of the relations 
of friendship, co-operation and mutual as- 
sistance between the two countries accord 
not only with the fundamental interests of 
the two peoples but also with the interests 
of the peoples of all countries of the world, 
have decided for this purpose to conclude 
the present Treaty and appointed as their 
respective plenipotentiaries: 

The Presidium of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea: 

Kim Il Sung, 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 

The Chairman of the People’s Republic of 
China: 

Chou En-lai, Premier of the State Coun- 
cil of the People’s Republic of China, 

Who, having examined each other’s full 
powers and found them in good and due 
form, have agreed upon the following: 
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Premier of the Cabinet of 


ARTICLE 1! 


The Contracting Parties will continue to 
make every effort to safeguard the peace of 
Asia and the world and the security of all 
peoples. 


ARTICLE 2 


The Contracting Parties undertake joint- 
ly to adopt all measures to prevent aggres- 
sion against either of the Contracting Par- 
ties by any state. In the event of one of the 
Contracting Parties being subjected to the 
armed attack by any state or several 
states jointly and thus being involved in a 
state of war, the other Contracting Party 
shall immediately render military and other 
assistance by all means at its disposal. 


ARTICLE 3 


Neither Contracting Party shall conclude 
any alliance directed against the other Con- 
tracting Party or take part in any bloc or 
in any action or measure directed against 
the other Contracting Party. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Contracting Parties will continue to 
consult with each other on all important 
international questions of common interest 
to the two countries. 


ARTICLE 5 
The Contracting Parties, on the princi- 
ples of mutual respect for severeignty, non- 


interference in each other’s internal affairs, 
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equality and mutual benefit and in the 
spirit of friendly co-operation, will continue 
to render each other every possible econo- 
mic and technical aid in the cause of soci- 
alist construction of the two countries and 
will continue to consolidate and develop 
economic, cultural, and scientific and tech- 
nical co-operation between the two coun- 
tries. 


ARTICLE 6 
The Contracting Parties hold that the 
unification of Korea must be realized along 


peaceful and democratic lines and that such 
a solution accords exactly with the nation-

ARTICLE 7 


The present Treaty is subject to ratifica- 
tion and shall come into force on the day 
of exchange of instruments of ratification, 
which will take place in Pyongyang. 


The present Treaty will remain in force 
until the Contracting Parties agree on its 
amendment or termination. 

Done in duplicate in Peking on July II, 
1961, in the Korean and Chinese languages, 
both texts being equally authentic.

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Korean-Chinese Joint Communique 


A Party and Government delegation of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
led by Comrade Kim Il Sung, Chairman of 
the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea and Premier of the Cabinet 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, paid a friendship visit to the People’s 
Republic of China at the invitation of the 
Central Committee of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party and the Government of the 
People’s Republic of China from July 10 to 
15, 1961. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung and the members 
of the delegation visited Peking and Hang- 
chow and were accorded warm welcome 
and hospitality by the Chinese people 
everywhere they went. The friendly meet- 
ings between the Korean people’s glorious 
envoys and the Chinese people once again 
clearly demonstrated the relations of fra- 
ternal friendship cemented firmly between 
the peoples of Korea and China. 

During the visit, Comrade Kim Il Sung 
and the entire members of the Party and 
Government delegation of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea met and had 
friendly talks with Mao Tse-tung, Chair- 
man of the Central Committee of the Chin- 
ese Communist Party, Liu Shao-chi, Vice- 
Chairman of the Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party and Chairman of 
the People’s Republic of China, and Chou 
En-lai, Vice-Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Chinese Communist Party and 
Premier of the State Council of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China. 

The Korean Party and Government dele- 
gation led by Comrade Kim Il Sung, Chair- 
man of the Central Commitee of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea and Premier of the 
Cabinet of the Democratic People’s Repub- 
lic of Korea, and the Chinese Party and 
Government delegation led by Comrade Liu 

hao-chi, Vice-Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Chinese Communist 
Party and Chairman of the People’s Repub- 
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lic of China, had amicable, friendly talks 
and reached complete unanimity of views 
on the question of further strengthening 
and developing the relations of friendship, 
co-operation and mutual assistance between 
the two countries and on major current 
international issues. 

Present at the talks from the Korean side 
were Kim Chang Man, Vice-Chairman of 
the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea; Kim Kwang Hyup, Presi- 
dium Member of the Central Committee of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, Vice-Premier 
of the Cabinet and Minister of National De- 


fence; Li Jong Ok, Candidate Presidium 
Member of the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea, Vice-Premier of 


the Cabinet and Chairman of the Commis- 
sion of Heavy Industry; and Pak Sung 
Chul, Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

Present at the talks from the Chinese 
side were Chou En-lai, Vice-Chairman of 
the Central Committee of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party and Premier of the State 
Council; Teng Hsiao-ping, General Secre- 
tary of the Central Committee of the Chin- 
ese Communist Party; Peng Chen, Chen Yi, 
Li Fu-chun and Ho Lung, members of the 
Political Bureau of the Central Committee 
of the Chinese Communist Party; and Lo 
ieee Vice-Premier of the State Coun- 
cil. 

The two sides concluded a Treaty oi Fri- 
endship, Co-operation and Mutual Assist- 
ance between the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea and the People’s Republic 
of China in accordance with the principle 
of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian inter- 
nationalism and on the basis of mutual re- 
spect for state sovereignty and territorial 
integrity, mutual non-aggression, non-inter- 
ference in each other’s internal affairs, 
equality and mutual benefit, and mutual as- 
sistance and support. Both sides unani- 
mously recognized that the conclusion of 
the Treaty marks a new, important stage in 
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the development of friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries. The Treaty will 
successfully ensure the peaceful construc- 
tion in the two countries and promote the 
common upsurge in their cause of socialism 
and at the same _ time contribute to the 
maintenance of peace in Asia and the 
world. 

At the talks both sides reaffirmed that 
they would remain loyal to the Declaration 
of the 1957 Moscow Meeting and the State- 
ment of the 1960 Moscow Meeting, 
strengthen the unity of the socialist camp 
and of the internatioinal Communist move- 
ment and jointly fight for peace, democracy, 
national liberation and socialism together 
with the peace-loving peoples throughout 
the world. 

Both sides unanimously recognized that 
the modern revisionism represented by the 


leading circles of Yugoslavia is the main 
danger to the present-day international 
Communist movement and stressed that a 


resolute struggle should be waged against 
it. 

The two sides pointed out that Korea and 
China are invariably pursuing a peaceful 
foreign policy and are exerting consistent 
efforts for realizing peaceful co-existence 
with countries with differing social systems 
and for easing international tension. The 
two sides actively supported the peaceful 
proposals of the Soviet Union for the uni- 
versal disarmament, ban on nuclear weap- 
ons and the conclusion of a peace treaty 
with Germany and, at the same time, re- 
cognized that the conclusion of a peace 
treaty with Germany and the normalization 
of the West Berlin situation are an import- 
ant step for solving the post-war European 
problems and safeguarding peace in Europe 
and the world. 

The two sides stressed that the U.S. im- 
perialists, the common enemy of the world 
people, are today intensifving aggressive 
machinations and war preparation on an 
overall scale. 


The West German and Japanese militar- 
ism actively nurtured by the United States 
is creating two dangerous seats of war in 
the West and East. There still exists the 
danger of the provocation of a new world 
war by the war forces headed by U.S. im- 
perialism. Therefore, the world people 
should continue to maintain high vigilance. 

Both sides resolutely supported the just

struggle waged by the broad strata of peo- 
ples of Laos, South Vietnam, Japan, Alge- 
ria, the Congo, Angola, Cuba and other 
Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries for winning independence and demo- 
cracy against imperialism and colonialism. 


Both sides scathingly denounced the ag- 
gressive crimes of the U.S. imperialists oc- 
cupying South Korea and Taiwan, the terri- 
tory of China. The Chinese Government 
and the Chinese people fully support the 
stand of the Korean Government on the 
peaceful unification of Korea and actively 
support the struggle of the Korean people 
against U.S. imperialism and its stooges. 
The Korean Government and the Korean 
people consistently support the struggle of 
the Chinese people for the liberation of Tai- 
wan and trenchantly denounce the U.S. im- 
perialists’ occupation of Taiwan and their 
intrigue to concoct “two Chinas.” 


The two sides expressed the firm convic- 
tion that the desire of the Korean people 
for the peaceful unification of the fatherland 
and the aim of the Chinese people for the 
liberation of Taiwan, their sacred territory, 
would certainly be realized.

SPEECH 
by Comrade KIM IL SUNG at Peking Rally

Esteemed Comrade Premier Chou En-lai! 

Esteemed Comrade Peng Chen, Mayor of 
Peking! 

Dear comrades and friends! 

The Party and Government Delegation 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea is being accorded cordial hospitality in 
China by the leaders of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party and the Government of the 
People’s Republic of China and warm wel- 
come by the Chinese people. 

And today you have organized such a 
grand meeting to welcome us, the friend- 
ship mission of the Korean people. 

For this I once again extend, in the name 
of our delegation, deep thanks to the lead- 
ers of the Communist Party and Govern- 
ment of China, the citizens of Peking and 


the entire Chinese people. (Stormy ap- 
plause.) 
Your welcome and hospitality accorded 


our delegation are boundlessly moving and 
inspiring us as an expression of the genui- 
nely comradely fraternity and trust of the 
brotherly Chinese people for the Korean 
people and as a demonstration of the mili- 
tant fraternity and solidarity of the Korean 
and Chinese peoples. 

The Korean and Chinese peoples both 
have behind them a long history and tradi- 
tion of culture and from olden times they 
have lived as close neighbours with only a 
river between them. 

For nearly a century from the time Korea 
and China were subjected to aggression by 
foreign forces, the peoples of the two coun- 
tries have fought against foreign aggres- 
sive forces. 

Particularly, when the Japanese imperial- 
ists occupied Korea and stretched their 
claws of aggression to the continent oi 
China, the communists and peoples of our 
two countries, firmly joining hands with 
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each other, waged a long-drawn, bloody 
struggle against the common enemy. 

Through the arduous common struggle a- 
gainst Japanese imperialism, the Korean 
and Chinese peoples became comrades-in- 
arms sharing life and death, bitters and 
sweets and formed an unbreakable militant 
friendship between them.

operation and Mutual Assistance has been 
concluded between Korea and China. 

The Korean-Chinese Treaty of Friendship, 
Co-operation and Mutual Assistance is an 
embodiment of the unanimous desire of the 
of the two countries for further 
strengthening the Korean-Chinese friend- 
ship cemented with blood and an expres- 
sion of the firm determinations of the peo- 
ples of the two countries to resolutely fight 
to safeguard the socialist gains from the 
imperialist aggression and defend peace. 

The peoples of Korea and China are 
firmly united in an unbreakable alliance 
with the aim of advancing together to the 
end in the. struggle for the cormmon cause. 

The Korean-Chinese Treaty of Friendship. 
Co-operation and Mutual Assistance con- 
stitutes a powerful guarantee for peace in 
Korea as well as in Asia. This is a defen- 
sive treaty aimed at safeguarding the secu- 
rity of the two countries from the imperial- 
ist aggression and pursues the good and 
just goal of preserving and consolidating 
peace. 

Our two countries require peace from the 
very essence of their social system. 

However, the U.S. imperialists, occupying 
the territories of our two countries and con- 
tinuously pursuing the policy of aggression 
and war, are menacing our security. 

It is natural for the peoples of Korea and 
China who fought shoulder to shoulder for 
a long time for freedom, liberation and for 
socialism to take measures for defending 
common security and peace in face of the 
imperialist machinations. (Applause.) 

As is generally known, the Government 
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of the Democratic Peopie’s Republic of Ko- 
rea and the Korean people are exerting 
consistent, active efforts for the mainten- 
ance and consolidation of peace in Korea 
and the peaceful unification of Korea, and 
the peoples of the Soviet Union, the Peo- 
ple’s Republic cf China and all the other 
socialist countries as well as the peace-lov- 
ing people the world over are extending 
full support to our efforts. 

We have demanded and are still demand- 
ing the immediate withdrawal of the U.S. 
army and all other foreign troops from Ko- 
tea for peace in Korea and its peaceful uni- 
fication. 

We consistently hold that the unification 
of Korea must be realized by peaceful 
means, by the Korean people themselves on 
a democratic basis without any foreign in- 
terference. 

This is the unanimous will of the Korean 
people and the most reasonable and realis- 
tic way of solving the Korean question. 

The Government of the People’s Republic 
of China took the initiative in withdrawing 
all the Chinese People’s Volunteers from 
Korea in response to the initiative of our 
government aimed at promoting the solu- 
tion of the Korean question and has always 
expressed deep solidarity with the struggle 
of the Korean people for the peaceful uni- 
fication of the fatherland. 

We also proposed, time and again neces- 
sary measures for easing tension and con- 
solidating peace in Korea. | 

We proposed that the armed forces ol 
North and South Korea be reduced and the 
authorities of North and South Korea con- 


clude an agreement to the effect that they 
would not resort to armed forces against 
each other. 

But the U.S. imperialists and their 
stooges in South Korea rejected all our pro- 
posals. 

Even before the ink with which they 
signed the Korean armistice agreement 


dried, the U.S. imperialists concluded with 
the South Korean puppets an aggressive 
military treaty running diametrically coun- 
ter to the agreement. 

Although several years have already 
passed since the Chinese People’s Volun- 
teers completely withdrew from North Ko- 
rea on their own initiative, the U.S. imperi- 
alists are still keeping their aggressive 
trocps in South Korea.

Furthermore, the U.S. imperialists have 
reinforced the armed forces of the South 
Korean army and the U.S. army stationed 
in South Korea, are turning South Korea 
into a military base, into a huge barrack 
and are perpetrating provocative acts in 
continued, wanton violation of the armistice 
agreement. 

Recently, the U.S. imperialists and their 
running dogs are enforcing an unconcealed 
military terror rule in South Korea and 
keying up tension in Korea in an attempt 
to prolong their colonial rule which is fac- 
ed with bankrupicy. 

They are ever more openly pushing ahead 
with their militarization policy on-all fronts 
and turning South Korea into a cauldron 
of arrests and massacre. 

The Korean people are rightly enhancing 
vigilance against such aggressive machi- 
nations of the U.S. imperialists. 

The Korean people will never tolerate 
the provocative intrigue of the U.S. imperi- 
alists. 

With no amount of frenzy can the U.S. 
imperialists and their stooges save the co- 
lonial rule from total bankruptcy or subdue 
the South Korean people fighting for free- 
dom and emancipation. 

The enemy’s position is becoming more 
and more unstable and the chaos is assum- 
ing ever serious proportion. 

No machination of the enemy can frigh- 
ten the Korean people or block the road ot 
our people toward the peaceful unification 
of the fatherland. 

The Korean-Chinese Treaty of Friendship, 
Mutual Assistance con- 
stitutes a guarantee in defending the 
achievements of the Korean people in soci- 
alist construction and a powerlul might 
curbing the U.S. imperialists’ machinations 
to hinder the peaceful unification of Korea. 

This treaty does not stand in the way of 
the peaceful unification of Korea but, on the 
contrary, creates a more favourable condi- 
tion for its realization. This treaty fully ac- 
cords with the national interest of the Ko- 
rean people. 

It goes without saying that, upon the unl- 
fication of Korea, it will, as a unified Korea, 
establish a new relations with other coun- 
tries. 

Therefore, in concluding these treaties, 
the Government of ihe Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea once again declares that 
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when Korea is unified on a peaceful, demo- 
cratic basis, all the military-political trea- 
ties and agreements concluded by the 
authorities of North and South Korea re- 
spectively before the unification of Korea 
should become invalid. (Stormy applause.)

The U.S. imperialists are scheming to re- 
arm Japanese militarism and use it as a 
“shock-brigade” for aggression and war in 
Asia and are plotting to frame up a “North- 
east Asian Alliance” with it as the nucleus. 

The U.S. imperialists are already openly 
plotting to draw the revived Japanese mili- 
tarists into South Korea.
